that a meeting was scheduled for 8 o'clock, Friday, 1 February, under 
the auspices of the District Moral Rearmament group, and that various 
government officials, in their personal capacities, would be present. 
Those invited include Mr. Alexander, of State, Commissioner O'Connor 
of the Displaced Persons Commission, and Mr. Nichols of the FBI. 
Lreferred the above tol __—S_—id’ Office of DD/Plans, for consideration 
to see whether anyone from CIA should attend the meeting. 


3. Mr. Winslow, of the Civil Service Commission, informs me
